1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The following 
is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: The instant 
application discloses a method of filtering, successive received signal samples. Prior art 
references (Goldstein et al. t IEEE, A Multistage Representation of Wiener Filter Based 
on Orthogonal Projections) show similar methods but fail to teach: "generating a set of 
basis vectors where each successive basis vector is a function of a given or an 
estimated vector and successively greater powers of a covariance matrix for a 
sequence of received sample vectors of data with the initial basis vector being 
formed form the steering vector", as in claim 1, 12, 18; "wherein each successive 
basis vector of data is generated by multiplying an immediately preceding basis 
vector of data by the covariance matrix and the initial basis vector is formed form 
the steering vector of data", as in claim 7.
